2-2. Washrooms, basins, or sinks shall be readily accessible
for maintaining cleanliness among greyhound caretakers
and sanitizing of food and water utensils. Running water
shall be immediately available and hot water shail be
obtainable on the premises to properly disinfect dishes,
utensils, or other equipment.

4-3. Waste materials shall be removed at least daily and dis-
posed of at least weekly to minimize vermin infestation,
odors, and disease hazards.
